During an active life. Mr. Loucks

Me was also an active morober of the 
Menminlto Church, aad It was largely 
through bis efforts that the Mennonlto 
Publishing House, which through the 
medium ot 17 weekly publications car- 
ries the gospul of the 
creed 
to all 


parts of the world, was brought . to 
Scottdalo. 
He took an active part in 


tho affairs of the local consregntloil 
and contributed generously 
toward' 


the construction of Its church. 


Mr. Ixmeks was Interested tn 
the 


company 
which 
erectod 
tho 
Old 


Meadow rolling mill, now owned by 
tho American Sheet & Tin Plate Com- 
pany, as well as In other prosperous 
enterprises. He was for a number of 
years associated ,wlth Albert Kolster 
In tho Hour and feed business. 
For 


years he ha« been a director of tho 
First National Bunk. 


Ho was horn on tho old IxiuckB 


homestead in East Huntingdon town- 
ship on October 20, J820. Tha'Loucks 
family wiuv among the earliest to lo- 
cate In that neighborhood. His early 
days were spent on tho farm, and his 
education gained In the rural sclioolH. 
tils early life was that ot a farmer. 
He was not only a good farmer, but 
a good business man, and accumulated 
considerable property. He was gen- 
erally regarded as one of Scottdalo'p 
wealthiest rosldonts. but this fact did 
not prevent him from being held in 
the highest esteem, by his nolghtiors 
and friends.
